CLASS  HISTORY 


Many  and  many  a year  ago,  two  men  exploring  the  new  country  stumbled  upon  a 
cave  in  Willis  Mountain  and  carved  their  names  there  so  others  would  know  who  were 
the  first  to  come  to  the  confines  of  Buckingham  County.  Thus  began  the  history  of 
the  county.  Years  passed,  settlers  came,  the  county  grew  populous  and  prosperous. 

Those  people  clea red  the  land,  built  the  houses  , and  organized  the  government  of 
Buckingham  County.  More  years  passed  and  the  early  settlers  handed  over  to  their 
descendants .

Some  joined  the  Hi-Y  and  some  be- 
came members  of  the  various  ball  teams.  Georgie  Shumaker  left  school  to  marry 
Wesley  Banton.  Betty  Harmon,  who  moved  in  the  neighborhood  from  West  Virginia, 
joined  the  class.  All  too  soon,  the  tenth  grade  year  was  over  and  we  were  ready  for 
our  vacation. 

In  three  short  months  we  came  back  toCentral.  TheJuniorClass.  We  were  real- 
ly beginning  to  f e e 1 important.  Before  October  had  passed,  three  of  the  girls  had 
eloped- Arlene  Mottley  , Louise  Horne  and  Florine  Jamer  son  . Janice  Griffith,  Eugene 
Hall  and  Dan  Piercy  were  added  to  our  rolls  . Helen  Savage  and  Margie  Shumaker  both 
enrolled  in  the  “Blessed  State  of  Matrimony.’’  When  we  had  completed  our  Junior 
year,  the  class  had  reduced  from  100  to  about  45. 

The  biggest  thrill  of  the  Junior  year  was  the  Junior -Senior  prom.  Itwas  formal 
and  very  pretty.  Everyone  called  it  successful. 

The  end  is  now  in  sight.  We  are  the  Seniors!  We  have  had  the  pleasure  of  order- 
ing rings  , calling  cards  , invitations  , and  caps  and  gowns.  We  have  also  had  the  thrill 
of  going  on  theSenior  trip  to  Washington  in  the  worst  snowstorm  of  the  season.  But 
regardless  of  the  snow  and  a broken  down  bus,  we  had  a wonderful  time. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  Junior-Senior  Prom , the  Senior  Play  and  Gradua- 
tion. One  of  our  member s , Frances  Wright , decided  to  hasten  her  graduation  , so  she 
finished  at  Fork  Union  Summer  School  and  mar  ried  inAugust.  Eugene  Hall  transferred 
to  Hanover  County,  and  Janice  Griffith  moved  to  Maryland.  Phyllis  Chandler  married 
during  the  summer  vacation . B ob  Bryan  .from  Tennessee,  joined  us  and  J ohanna 
Stillfried,  from  Germany. 

We  now  have  forty-two  members  of  the  Class  of  ’54.  Allan  Shepherd  is  our 
President.  In  a few  more  months  we’ll  have  our  coveted  diplomas  and  our  places 
will  be  filled  by  a new  group  of  Seniors.  The  halls  of  Central  that  echoed  to  our 
shouts  and  laughter  will  know  us  no  more. 


CLASS  PROPHECY 


While  walking  down  Route  20  this  June  morning  1964,  we,  Peggy  Hardiman  now 
an  art  teacher  , Annie  Oliver,  now  Mrs.  Richard  Smith,  Shirley  Stout,  now  Mr  s . Rich- 
ard Huddleston  and  Alice  LaSueur  , now  Mr  s . Ha  rold  Earman  .passed  a big  dairy  farm 
owned  by  Carter  Taylor  and  Alton  Ragland.  They  told  us  that  Shirley  Ragland,  now 
Mrs.  James  Branch , lived  on  the  adjoining  fa  rm . W e dropped  in  to  see  her  and 
found  Alice  Ragland  .secretary  to  the  Standard  Drug  Company  in  Richmond,  wa  s 
visiting  her.  Alice  told  us  she  had  seen  several  of  our  old  classmates  the  week  be- 
fore, Rosie  Jamerson,  Audrey  Taylor,  Annie  Christian,  Lucy  Wootton-  all  had  jobs 
in  Richmond.
